Bolte has granted a 
pardon to Robert J. Hill, who was 
senttace i at the April term, 1896, 
of the supreme court for two years 
for criminally assaulting his ward.

Gov. Bolte also reduced the sen­

several weeks. 
T h ey are similar to 
those used in New York. 
Th e 
electrocution 
of 
William 
Haas was 
set 
for 
April 
8, 
but 
owing to the burning out of 
the 
armature on the dynamo, the elec 
trocution had to be postponed and 
G overnor Bushnell fixed the date 
so 
that Haas 
would 
be 
electro­ 
cuted 
on 
the 
day 
set 
for 
the electrocution of William Wiley. 
A new armature to be used only for 
electrocutions was secured and the 
test yesterday showed that it was 
fully up to requirements. 
T o p re­ 
vent any possibility of the armature 
being 
tampered 
with, 
an 
extra 
guard was 
placed in the dynamo 


room. 
Haas and Wiley, the condemned 
men, passed the day in reading and 
in religious devotions. 
The death 
warrants wer ^ read to them du ing 
the 
morning. 
Haas, 
who 
is 
19 
years of age, 
had been indifferen’^ 
to his fate ever since his arrival at 


the annex. 
H aas was the first to be electro­ 
cuted. 
H e 
was 
strapped in the 
chair at 12: 27 this morning. 
When 
he was brought to the electrocution 
room 
he 
closely 
scrutinized 
the 
chair, and was pushed into it. 
The 
current was turned on for a period 
of two seconds, three times in suc­ 
cession. 
As soon as 
the body of 
H aas 
was 
taken 
out of the chair 
W iley was brought in, and at 12: 35 
he was strapped in the chair. 
Both 
electrocutions were eminently su c­ 
cessful. 
T h e crime for which H aas was 
electrocuted was a most revolting 
one. He had been employed and b e ­ 
friended by Wm. Brader,a gardner, 
residing in Cloverdale, a suburb of 
Cincinnati. 
O n the morning of July 3, 
1896, 
while Brader was absent in Cincin- 
cinnati, H aas criminally assaulted 
Mrs. 
Brader, 
who 
was the only 
other occupant of the house except 
himself, and then cut her throat 
with 
a razor. 
T o cover up the 
crime, H aas set fire to the house 
and fled, but some blackerry pick 
ers saw the smoke issuing from the 
house in time to prevent its burn­ 
ing. 
H aas was arrested on the aft­ 
ernoon of the same day at H am il­ 
ton, ()., and taken to Cincinnati, 


where, by degrees, a confession was 
secured from him, 
Willi ni Wilev rau'dvred his wife 
on 
the 
west 
side 
of Cir*<^innati, 
twenty days after H n ? s committed 
his crime. 
Wiley was inSvareiy jeal­ 
ous of his wife and,as it transpired, 
without cause 
After a lew v cars 
of unhappy d(miestlc life, he came 
home one day in a drunken fit and 
shot bis wife, wl o died ^Tcer being 
taken to a hospital. 
Wiley con ­ 
cealed hitn?elf in a closet in the 
house 
and 
was 
wounded 
in 
a 
desperate 
fight 
with 
the 
officers 
who arrested him.
